Big Deal for J. J. Hill. 

The Great Northern ore lands on the Me- 
tba range, better known as the J. J. sill 
properties, represent ore deposits of 300,- 
000,000 tons. The terms of the pending deal 
provide that the United States Stee? corpora- 
tion will pay 70 cents per ton for the ore 
mined and 80 cents per ton for carrying the 
ore to Duluth. Five cents a ton is to be 
added each year until the mining price 
reaches $1 per ton. Another stipulation’ is 
that 10,000,000 tons be mined annually. 

In this same range and adjoining the 
Great Northern properties les a body of the 
richest ore in the district, estimated at 50,- 
000,000 tons, recently acquired by W. P. 
Snyder from the Oliver interests, together 
with other holdings. These included four 
blast furnaces at Sharpsville, Pa.; the She- 
nango steamship properties on the laxes, a 
new 10,000 ton freighter, and some impor- 
tant Connellsville coal lands. 

Shortly after acquiring these properties 
Snyder merged them into a holding ccmpa- 
ny, known as the Shenango Furnace com- 
pany, with a capital of $5,000,000.

“ The vote stands 36 yeas and 32 nays—the 
motion to table the amendment is carried,” 
announced Mayor Dunne, casting his ¢ye 
over the totals. 


Gloom Among Saloonkeepers. 

There was another outburst of applause / 
from the gallery, which was contrasted 
sharply with the gloom prevailing among 
the saloonkeepers massed in the north lobby. 
There was a demand to call the absentees, 
and Ald. Carey proved to be the only one. 
The $1,000 ordinance was now before the 
house without amendment. 

Half a dozen aldermen were on their feet 
clamoring for recognition before the mayor 
brought the chamber to order. 

“I move the previous question,’’ shouted 
Ald. Dunn and Bennett in almost the same 
breath 

“OO, now, Mr. President, that is not fair,’’. 
appealed Ald. Powers, a | elder of the saloon 
interests. ‘“‘It is not fair at this stage of 
the proceedings to try to shut off the con- 
sideration of this question. There are other 
amendments to be presented here and I ask 
the- alderman to withdraw his motion.” 

Ald. Powers saw with his practiced eye that 
the saloon people were beaten and the most 
he could do was to voice a fervent appeal 
for quarter. 


Fully Discussed, Says Bennett. | 

“ Under other circumstances,” replied Ald. 
Bennett, “I would gladly withdraw my mo- 
tion. But this is a peculiar case. The ques- 
tion we are considering has 
cussed by this community during 
few weeks. It was fully discussed by ‘this 
council at the meeting three weeks ago. 
has been fully discussed in the press, and 
has been the subject of the most remarkable 
popular movement in the history of this city. 
The talking has all been done; now is the 
time for action. For that reason I shall 
insist that my motion be put.” 

A dozen aldermen on the saloon side leaped: 
te their feet in protest. Ald. Moynihan of 
the Eighth was recognized. He was mad 
clear through when he began thus: 

“ This is preéminently unfair,” he said, “ to 
move the previous question at this point. 
There are amendments yet to be introduced. 
I intro@uced one at the other meeting of the 
council on this question and it was received 
with favor. I want to inject it into the ordi- 
nance again on this occasion. It provides 
that only American born citizens of this 
country shall engage in the saloon business, 
and then only after one year’s residence in 
this city. You should give me the opportunity 
to put that amendment in.” 


Debate Out of Order. 


Ald. Bennett sho s head in refusal of 
the plea, and Ald. Hngle called attention 
to the rule of order that the motion to put 
the previous question is not debatable. 

“But we don’t want to debate tt,"’ com- 
plained Ald. Powers. in his most appealing 
tones. “We just want to show hew unfair 
it is-——"’ 

** But you're debating the motion right 
now,” interposed Mayor Dunne. “ Call the 
rolt on the motion to put the previous ques- 
tion.” 

This was recognized as the real test of the 
fight. If thirty-six or more should vote to 
termifiate debate on the question the ordi- 
nance would be assured of passage. The 
clerk began the roll call. The first surprise 
came with Harding voting no. A number of 
the high license leaders threw up their hands, 
believing that the landslide to the low license 
camp was starting. Then the vote ran on as 
before till the Sixteenth ward was reached. 

* Aye,”’ voted Kunz. 

Again the applause went up from the high 
license ativocates, while the saloon repre- 
sentatives turned glowering regards upon the 
Polish representative. Kunz returned the 
angry glances with redoubled defiance. 

“ Aye,” voted Nowicki, the colleague of 
Kunz and heretofore in the saloon following. 


Nowicki Joins Kunz. 


‘The applause which had greeted Kunz was 
redoubled when Nowicki stepped into the 
fold, and: it was some seconds before the 
mayor could restore order and permit the roll 
call to proceed. More applause greeted Ald. 
Butler’s proof of steadfastness to the high 
fee cause. The word was already being 
passed around that the high license people 
had enough votes to win. 

‘The caltreachéd the Thirty-fourth ward. 

“ Aye,” answered Kohout. 

This was the signakfor another demonstra- 
tion. Kohout had changed from the low 
license side to the high. 

“The vote stands 387 yeas and 31 nays; the 
motion to put the previous question is car- 
ried,"" announced the mayor. 

‘*t Roll call on the ordinance,”’ came the cry 
from the high license aldermen, and imme- 
diately without further debate the clerk be- 
gan reading the names. 


Harris Votes for High Fee. 


» Harding now came back into line, and the 
first real surprise came when Harris of the 
Tenth deserted his low license colleagues 
and voted for the $1,000 fee. His action was 
greeted with wild applause and openly ex- 
pressed scorn among the saloonkeepers in 
the lobbies. Kunz and Nowicki stood their 
ground amid more cheers, as did Butler. 

Then the final surprise of the evening came 
when Siewart joined Butler, his colleague, 
and voted for the high fee ordinance. There 
Was more applause at this. Kohout also 
stood his ground. 

“The vote stands, 40 yeas and 28 naye— 
the ordinance is passed,” announced Mayor 
Dunne, 

Although the movement had been slowly 
toward this result, the announcement of thé 
vote seemed to stun the saloonkeepers packed 
in the lobbies and jammed against the doors 
in the corridor. Then, as the applause of the 
galiery Ged away, the slow, discouraged 
movement of the saloon men toward the exits 
began. In the midst of the turmoil the high 
license people clinched their action. Ald. 
Snow moved to reconsider the vote by which 
the ordinance was passed, and Ald. Foreman 
moved to lay that motion on the table. On 
demand for a roll call the motion was tabled 
by the same forty aldermen who voted for the 
ordinance. After this purely formal action 
the council turned from the license question 
to other business.

ACCUSED MURDERER OF MRS. HOL- 
LISTER TO TRY TO PROVE ALIBL 


Attorneys for Defendant Secure An- 
other Delay, and Indicate That Evi- 
dence Will Be Produced Purporting 
to Show That Prisoner Was Visit- 
ing Young Woman When Crime 
Was Committed—Judge Holds That 
Trial Must Be Resumed. 


Richard Ivens, the self-confessed murderer 
of Mrs. Bessie Hollister, yesterday secured 
another temporary delay in the trial of the 
ease before Judge Ben M. Smith. Through 
his attorney, I. M. Folz, the defendant pre- 
vailed upon the court for a continuance until 
this morning at 10 o'clock, when a jury will 


|. be chosen and the trial will go on. 


From the arguments in the courtroom in 
the afternoon it is evident that Ivens will 
make every effort to prove an alibi in con- 
nection with the murder. During the morn- 
ing he changed his plea of guilty to not 
guilty, and made an effort to have the in- 
dictment against him quashed on the ground 
that the statements in it were too vague. 
These arguments were made on the prison- 
er’s behalf by his attorney. The court re- 
fused to quash the indictment. 

The defense petitioned for the delay in 
the trial to give the prisoner an opportunity 
to introduce evidence showing that he was 
at the residence of Pearl Evans, 1239 Mon- 
tana street, at the time the murder was com- 
mitted. Miss Evans, it was claimed, is ill 
with nervous prostration and cannot come 
to court. 

An affidavit from Ivens’ father was in- 
troduced to show that Miss Evans would 
testify that the prisoner was a caller at her 
home @uring the hour when he is said to have 
murdered Mrs, Hollister. 


Court Frowns on Delay. 


ney Olson both frowned upon the plan to 
delay the case. The court ruled that a state- 
ment from the Evans girl should be secured 
and brought into court as evidence. To this 
Ivens’ attorney objected. He claimed she 
was ill, and said he wasn’t sure the young 
woman’s physician would allow such an in- 
terview at this time. 

“T¢ she could talk to Ivens’ father and 
others about the case, she certainly must be 
able to make a statement,” declared Judge 
Smith. “If we were compelled to stop a 
trial every time some witness was sick, the 
trial would degenerate into afarce. We want 
you to get a,statement from the girl if you 
desire her testimony introduced, for we shall 
insist om going ahead with the trial tomor- 
row. We are willing to grant you a continu- 
ance until then. But I see no reason to delay 
the case longer than that unless you can 
show sufficient cause,” 


Prisoner Enters with Head Bowed. 

When Ivens appeared in the courtroom be- 
tween two bailiffs he walked slowly, with his 
head down and his hands behind his back. 
His father came to the courtroom and after 
the case had been continued he stepped up to 
the prisoner and spoke to him for a moment. 
Attorney Parker, who’ was Inga Hanson’s 
lawyer, appeared in court as one of the at- 
torneys, for the defense. 

Both Franklin C. Hollister, the husband of 
Mrs. Hollister, and his brother were present 
at the opening of the case. Mrs, Hoilister’s 
brother, John E. Rawlins, of Texas, also ar- 
rived in Chicago to attend the trial. 

Attorney Olson said last evening that the 
prisoner wouid be given Bo more time to ore 
pare his defense.

COURT RULING FAVORS UNION. 


Judge Honore Holds That Railroad Act 
of 1877 Does Not Apply to All 
Cases of Strike Violence. 


The contention of the Employers’ associa- 
tion that all violence growing out of a strike 
could be punished under the railroad act of 
1877 was overruled by Judge Honoré yester- 
day in the cases of Fred Olson and Frank 
Shorn members of the janitors’ union, who 
were accused of assaulting two nonunion 


‘ Janitors in the Hartford building during the 


strike two years ago. 

The decision is the first authoritative inter- 
pretation of the act by a court of record and 
is regarded by labor men as an important 
legal victory. Actorneys for the Employers’ 
association have contended that any inter- 
ference with the business of a firm or indi- 
vidual could be punished under the act. Dur- 
ing the teamsters’ strike last summer Jerry 
McCarty, business agent of the teamsters’ 
union, was held to the Criminal court by Jus- 
tice Dooley under the act. 

The law, which was passed immediately 
after the railroad strikes of 1877, forbids in- 
terference with the business of any railroad, 
corporation, or company, or with any other 
individual or firm:

The existing rate 
is seventeen cents from Kansas City to St. 
Louis, and twenty — from 8st. Louis to 
Kansas City. 

Against this discrimination the indepeniient

have long protested. They set up the claim 
that there was no reason why the rate from 
St. Louis to Kansas City should be any high- 
er than from Kansas City to St. Louis, and 
that difference was plainly in the inter- 
est of the trust, which has big refineries 
in Kansas City. 

When the Missouri raflroad commissioners 
met today arguments by attorneys in the 
case brought by the National Refining ¢om- 
pany of Clevelata, O., were heard and Com- 
missioner Knott moved that the rate be 
fixed at fourteen cents, applicable in both 
directions between. St. Louis and Kansas 
City. He said the board had taken the case 
up in December and people expected action 
and were growing weary of the delay cor- 
recting this injustice.

New Jersey Under Trust Power. 

The life insurance business here, while prof- 
itable enough, is not of such supreme im- 
portance to the big companies that the busi- 
ness in the District of Columbia could be made 
to dictate the entire conduct of their busi- 
ness. Many, if not most, of the wealthy peo- 
ple in Washington make their money in other 
states before coming here, and of course 
transact their life insurance business at 


-home. Washington is not a commercial city, 


and even its fire insurance premiums are not 
comparable in importance with those of or- 
dinary cities of its size, because such a large 
percentage of its area is utilized by the gOvV- 
ernment, which carries no insurance. 

There always will be states like New Jer- 
sey which practically are owned by corpo- 
rations and which cannot be depended upon 
for satisfactory supervision at the home of- 
fice of an insurance company. There is a 
movement in New Jersey at the present time 
to have a legislative inquiry into Senator 
Dryden’s insurance company. It does not 
follow that the Prudential is in need of any 
investigation, but whether it is or not few 
people believe that New Jersey legislatures 
ever will do anything really hostile to the 
interests of the corporations which swarm 
by thousands, nominally at least, in Jersey 
City, but. which do business across the river 
in New York. 

Yet there is a growing belief that the bu- 
reau of corporations of the department of 
commerce and labor probably can be en- 
larged and strengthened in such a way as to 
give it practical M net constitutional contro! 
of the persnes business. A certificate or 
diploma from that bureau, under proper man- 
egement, might become practically indispen- 
sable to the extension of the business of any 
insurance Company. 


Clean Bill of Health Desirable. 

In other words, it is believed by the same 
members of the judiciary committee who are 
opposed td an attempt to regulate insurance 
companies by law, that there would be noth- 
ing at all unconstitutional in empowering the 
bureau of corporations to issue diplomas or 


certificates of good character to life insur- 
ance companies on cendition of a voluntary 
agreement to permit federal supervision. 


This being an agreement between the gOvV- 
ernment and the companies, there would-be 
absolutely nothing for the courts te attack. 
There would be.no mandamus possible. The 
bureau of corporations could not be com~ 
pelied to issue a certificate, nor could an in- 
surance company be punished for dbing busi- 
ness without it. It would be entirely a mat- 
ter of public opinion, and it is the belief of 
many of those who have been studying the 
subject that if the matter was properly 


/ handled intending policy holders: would re- 


fuse to patronize any company, no matter 
how great, unless it could prodiice a clean 
bill of health from the federal government. 


C., B. & Q. ROAD LOSES CASE. 


Supreme Court Decides in Favor of Ken- 
dall County Sanitary Commission- 
ers in Suit Over Bridge. 


Washington, D. C., March 5.—[{Special.]— 
The Supreme court of the United States 
rendered a decision today against the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy railway com- 
pany in a dispute with commissioners of the 
drainage district of Bristol, Kendall county, 
lil. The dispute grew out of a demand made 
by the commissioners that the railroad 
should remove the present bridge and culvert 
it. maintains over Rob Roy creek, Kendall 
county, and if it continues to maintain a 
bridge and culvert at this point that one be 
subetituted which will meet the require- 
ments of the new plans of drainage adopted 
by the commissioners. . 

The drainage commiseioners were interest- 
ed because their district contains about 2,000 
acres of land on both sides of Rob Roy creek. 
Most of the land ise swamp or slough land, and 
in its present condition not fit for cultivation. 
By means of the proposed deepening and 
enlarging of the creek this, it is alleged, 
would be greatly improved and made good, 
tillable land. 

“The duty of the company will end,” the

jarging, deepening, and widening the chan-

It was shown 
further by Mr. Taliaferro that if all the canal 
employés came under the commissary con- 
tracts the receipts under Hudgins & Dumas’ 
bid would be $552,000 less than under the 
Markel contract for the first year. 

Mr. TAliaferro asked Mr. Markel to state 
how it was that he had received the con- 
tract in the face of the showing made. The 
witness said he had no knowledge of Hudgins 
& Dumas, and Mr. Taliaferro read the names 
of several persons given by the firm as 
references.

District Attorney Says He In Unable 
to Find It and Therefore Cannot 
Turn It Over to the Lawyers for the 
Defense—Special Agent Durand Tes- 
ties That Ansvwers Made to Him 
by the Packers Were.Given Volun- 
tarily. 


Lawyers for the indicted packers consumed 
another day in the “ immunity hearing "’ be- 
fore Judge Humphrey yesterday, tn exam- 
ining EB. Dana Durand, special examiner for 
the bureau of corporations. Their efforts 
were bént on drawing from Durand state- 
ments that would tend to show that the pack- 
ers had been led to expect immunity from 
the government. They were not successful. 

At both the morning and afternoon sessions 
the lawyers for the defense demanded the list 
of 200 witnesses turned over to the depart- 
ment of justice by Commissioner Garfield. To 
both requests District Attorney Morrison re- 
plied that he was searching for the list but 
had not found it. 


Answers Given Were Voluntary. 

Attorney John 8. Miller asked if the ques- 
tions propounded by Mr. Durand to J. Ogden 
Armour and Arthur Meeker were not asked 
for the purpose of showing that the packers 
were in a criminal combination. 

* No, they were not,’’ Durand replied. 

** What was their purpose?’ 

“ The investigation was general. We want- 
ed to find out not only the prevailing con- 
ditions, but what condi.ons would prevail 
if the packers were allowed to combine. 
We also wanted to find out if any profits not 
appearing on Armour’s books from other con- 
cerns went to the Armours. All the ques- 
tions merely called for expressions of opin- 
ions, and were voluntary.”’ 


Precaution Taken by Durand. 

Attorney Miller brought out the fact that 
Durand, after making an engagement with 
Arthur Meeker, suddenly canceled it. 

“ Was that because you had just learned 
of the filing of immunity pleas?’ queried the 
lawyer. 

“Tt was a matter of precaution. I pre- 
ferred to await instructions.” 

Attorney Hynes’ examination late in the 
afternoon brought out the fact that the de- 
partment at Washington had placed vn

“There were five of us on the case,” said 
Mr. Durand, “some at work on outside 
boos, others in the packers’ offices. There 
were Carroll, Flannery, Robertson, myself, 
and one other man.”

On petition of the state insurance commis- 
sioner the charter of the Northwestern Guar- 
anty company, 30 La Salle street, was re- 
voked yesterday by Judge Windes of the Su- 
perior court. Later Judge McEwen appoint- 
ed William Gibbons receiver for the company 
on the petition of John H. Van Sandt and his 
wife, who had become subscribers, to the 
company. . 

For weekly payments they asserted that the 
company promised to pay them sick benefits 
and to return the amounts paid at the ex- 
piration of the contract). deducting the 
amounts paid for sickness. The complain- 
ants said they had paid $37 each, and when 
they heard of the proceedings by the state 
to have.the charter of the company forfeited 
they hed tried t@ get their money back and 
found the offices of the company ciosed. 

The insurance commissioner. complained 
that the company was usurping the functions 
of an insurance company without having a 
charter to carry on that business. The com- 
pany was incorporated eb. gi, 1903, with a 
capital stock of $10,000.

charges. These matters are covered by 
separate bills, the details of which are in 
close conformity to the recommendations of 
the Armstrong committee. 

“The intereste of the public and of the 
policy holders are equally concerned in the 
bill prohibiting deferred dividends and pro- 
viding that annual distributions shall be 
made to holders of participating life policies.”’

MUNICIPAL OPERATION. . 

The péople are asked to vote $75,000,000 
to buy. some municipal street railroad 
lines. They are assured by the friends of 
the project that municipal lines will be 
operated with economy and efficiency, 
This amuses the better informed persons 
who know that municipal operation, wher- 
ever applied, is extravagant and ineffi- 
cient. This is the rule as to both large 
and small matters—the water works and 
the dog pound. It is as true of fields of 
effort which the municipality has controlled 
from the beginning, and where its officers 
ought to be at home, as of those with 
which they are less familiar. 

The police department is, and always has 
been, municipally operated. By this time 
the business should be thoroughly under- 
stood by those running it. That is what 
happens with any business which is under 
| intelligent private management. - That 
kind of management is always on the 
lookout for unnecessary expenses so that 
they may be cut out. It tries to get the 
best results at the least cost. That is 
not the way in which the municipality ad- 
ministers its police department. 

The appropriation for its maintenance 
last year was $3,800,000. _An old captain 
of police who is thoroughly familiar with 
the way things are managed points out in 
a city paper how $259,000 out of the appro- 
priation was wasted. That was 7 per 
cent of the sum it cost the taxpayers to run 


but 


the department. The stockholders in any 
, private. business would make short work 
of a manager who permitted operating ex- 
| penses to exceed the proper figure by over 
T per cent. No privately managed business 
wotid be able to stand indefinitely such 
a strain on its resources. 

The police captain goes into details. He 
says there are 133 telephone operators, 
paid $900 a year each, who receive the 
hourly reports from patrolinen on posts. 
Twenty-three halloa - girls, - receiving 
much smaller salaries, could do the work 
at a saving of $99,000 a year. The work 
would be better dane than it is now, for 
the girls would be more faithful than the 
men. They would not make arrangements 
with patrolmen to report them as having 
“ pulled the box” when that had not, been 
done. It would be a manifest economy to 
employ women, but they are not wanted 
at the city: hall. .They have no votes. 
They cannot do political work in ward 
clubs. 

The $259,000 which was squandered 
would have paid the salaries of nearly 300 
additional patrolmen. The money which

SPREADING INFORMATION. 


There appear occasionally in the papers 
reports of prosecutions of grocers and others 
for selling adulterated foodstuffs. Some- 
times the brands of goods which have been 
found unfit for use are printed. If those 
reports were generaly read and. the infor- 
mation they gave borne.ip mind consumers 
would be better able to protect themselves 
against adulterators. But there are many 
who do not read the papers: Numbers of 
them will be benefited if the Federation of 
Labor shall carty out its plan to spread 
information about adulterated foodstuffs 
among its constituents. It can reach many 
whom the newspzpers do not reach, and its 
warning that rertain brands of goods having 
been pronounced impure in a court proceed- 
ing should not be purchased may be re- 
ceived with much respect and be followed.

The news which, by the bye, has just 
reacned me from Rome of the insanity .of 
M. Angelelli, former director of the great 
penitentiary of Be © and of San Stetano, 
furnishes another demonstration of the fact 
that not only the assassination of the em- 
press but also the murder of the kind heart- 
ed King Humbert might have been averted 
if ear had been given to his warnings. 

It may be remembered that some years be- 
fore the shooting of Humbert an attempt 
was made upon his life at Rome by an an- 
archist of the name of Acciarito. The latter 
was sentenced to imprisonment for hfe, and 
Angelelli, the director of the penitentiary 
to which he had been consigned, was in- 
structed to induce the man, if possible, to 
make revelations concerning any accomplices 
which he might have had in his crime. 

Angelelli succeeded in his efforts by prom- 
ises of a pardon, which he was not in a 
position to fulfill. The convict confessed the 
names of his accomplices, who were arrest- 
ed and placed on trial. But when the jury 
learned of the promises by means of which 
the revelations had been obtained, it ac- 
quitted the prisoners, while the government, 
in deference to public clamor, subjected 
Angeielli to disciplinary measures, Although | 
the director had throughout merely followed 
implicitly the commands which he had re-- 
ceived from his chiefs, he was, thenceforth, a 
thoroughly discredited man, for whom the 
government had little further use, and con- 
sequcntly when he entreated his stiperiors to 
take note of his warning, based on the revela- 
tions of Acciarito to the effect that an at- 
tempt would be made by the anarchists upon 
the life of the Austrian empress, ho notice 
was taken thereof. 
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After the tragedy had occurred at Ge- 
neva Director Angelelli once more repeated 
his warnings, declar:ng that, according to 
the, revelations of Aocciarito, the murder of 
the empress would be followed by the as- 
sassination of King Humbert, and, besgeech- 
ing that the latter be put on his guard, that 
he be induced, if it were possible, to wear a 
bullet proof vest. 

Again no attention was given by the gov- 
ermment to his warnings, which were 
ascribed to a desire on his part to win favor, 
to excite interest, and in that way to recover 
the rank and senfority which he had lost. 
Then the murder of King Humbert, and 
ever sincé Angelelli’s superiors have been 
endeavoring to keep him in the background 
and te prevent his making known the fact 
that he had warned them in Advance of the 
murders of Empress Elizabeth and of King 
Humbert, and that they had curned a deaf 
ear thereto. The persecution to which the 
man has. been subjected has ended by wreck- 
ing his mind, not, however, before the entire 
story had been laid bare in the Italian par- 
HNament, with the publication in facsimile 
of the letters which had passed between 
him and his superiors prior to the assassina- 
tion in question and predicting them. 

Taught by experience and fearful of popu- 
lar sentiment, the Italian authorities have 
of late turned a more ready ear to warnings 
regarding anarchist projects, and it is gen- 
erally understood that some such warning 
respecting the probability of an attempt 
upon the life of Queen Margherita being 
made by Italian anarchists while in this 
country has led to the abandonment of her 
projected American tour.

The American Statesmen Series is a large 
and valuable group of biographies published 
by Houghton,. Mifflin & Co. It contains the 
names of nearly all the men who have won 
and deserved "By title of statesman in this 
country, but none of the previous volumeés in 
anyway resembles the latest, which has for 
its subject “JAMES GILLESPIE BLAINE.” 
Ii is the work of Edward Sianwcod, an old 
friend and, if we mistake not, a kinsman of 
The point of. difference between 
this work and its predecessors lies in the fact 
that {t is a series of apologies for and at- 
tempted explanations of the many acts of 
Blaine which smirched his reputation, ham- 
pered his usefulness in public life, and pre- 
vented the realization of his highest ambi- 
tion. .In no other.volume of this series. can 
we remember an author so continually on 
the defensive. 

As an attorney, holding a brief fora defend- 
ant, Mr. Stanwood makes the best and only 
showing he could do for his client, but even 
then the reader cannot but feel that it is a 
half hearted argument which the advocate 
does not himself fully believe to be the whole 
truth. Mr. Stanwood’ goes over one after an- 
other of the messes from which Blaine 
emerged more or less bemired. It is asicken- 
ing recital, and the author, in spite of his best 
efforts, ‘only succeeds in leaving his hero 
where he was in the '70s; with a look of in- 
jured inmocence on _his face and a good deal 
of pitch still clingirlg to his hands. 

In spite, too, of the attempt of the biogra- 
pher to paint Blaine as a statesinan, he only 
succeeds tn leaving an impregsion of a poli- 
tician, extremely clever at times and at others 
extremely fatuous, Much space is devoted to 
Biaine’s part in’ legislative, congressional, 
and. national campaigns, but there is nothing 
of statesmanship in what he did at these 
times. As good if not better work is done 
every year by unknown political leaders. And 
Mr. Stanwood fails to show a single great 
measure for the benefit of the nation with 
which ‘Mr. Blaine’s name is associated, an 
important reform which he initiated, or a 
solitary instance of real importance where 
he arose above partisanship. 
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“ THE BRIDE'S PRIMER ” fs an fllustrat- 
ed “ guy *’ on that much suffering person, the 
newly married young woman. The “‘ primer ”’ 
is by .Thornton W. Burgess, and the colored 
pictures are done by F. Strothman. Tom 
Masson supplies an essay “On Being a 
Bride,”” but what does he know about that? 
The primer is neither new nor amusing. The 
Pheips Publishing company is responsible 
for the work, and the Orange Judd company 
is distributing it. 
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Harper & Bros. have now set Mark Twain 
compiling humor. If any one should know 
a funny thing when he seesit it is 8. L. Clem- 
ens. .The series is to be called ‘* Mark 
Twain's [Abrary Humor,’’ and the first vol- 
ume, whichis called ‘“‘ MEN AND THINGS,” 
has just been issued. It containa selections 
not only from recognized humorists but 
from writers who are not generally classed 
under that brand. In this way, the editor 
says, he hopes to make two laughs grow 
where none grew before. 

The older class of humorists is represented 
by such names as George H. Derby, Thomas 
Batley Aldrich, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
George T. Lanigan, “Bob”. Burdette, J. 
M. Bailey, Mark himself, “ Bill ’’ Nye, Bret 
Harte, George William Curtis, Charles Dud- 
ley Warner, John Hay, Mary Mapes Dodge, 
Josh Billings, Artemus Ward, and George 
W. Cable. And of the whole list, old and 
new, the subtiest and most. delicate humor 
is found among the writers just given. 

Field, Dooley, and Ade, Loomis, “ Uncle 
Remus,’’ Martin, Carryl, Munkittrick, Rex 
Beach, and Bangs are among the more mod-+ 
ern funmekers, and no fault will be found 
with most of the selections made from their 
work.

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Charming personality and finished art tri- 
umphed at the Illinois last evening. They 
were united in Miss Ellis Jeffreys, an actress 
from London, who came before her audience 
so completely unknown that the applause 
which welcomed her consisted of a few scat- 
tered handclappings, and even these were de- 
layed until she had been on the stage for 
several seconds. 

The managers of Miss Jeffreys had, far Fome 
reason best known to themselves, considered 
it fitting and proper to lay especial stress on 
the elaborateness and costliners of her ward- 
robe and on the extensive acquaintance she 
has in the titled social circles in .London. 
The impression produced by such heralding 
was that the dressmaker and a calling list 
were chief reasons for her consideration at 
the public’s hands. Those who did not know 
her—and their number included nearly every 
one in the audience last evening—were justi- 
fied therefore !n expecting to find her a 
player of the society beauty type. 

Her managers do her an injustice. She 
does wear attractive gowns, and it is not 
at all improbable that the best social circles 
of London are glad to welcome a woman 
as charming and gracious as she showed 
herself to be. But Mise Jeffreys is an act- 
ress-—an actress of delightful powecrs—and 
this fact is sufficient reason for her coming 
before the public, and it, rather than any 
expensive garménts or any social prestige, 
will gain her the attention and liking of the 
American public. She is too good an artist 
to be cheapened by such tawdry and undig- 
nified advertising.

As seen last night in the leading rdle in 
Alfred Sutro’s comedy, “* The Fascinating 
Mr. Vanderveldt,”’ Miss Jeffreys proved to 
be a women personally attractive and ar- 
tistically gifted. She is above average 
height, of fine figure, graceful in carriage, 
not merely pretty, but with a face that is 
interesting, expressive, and suggestive of a 
strong, wholesome, likable, womanly nature 
behind it. Her hair is dark brown; her eyes 
are of the kind that twinkle even when they 
look frankly and fully at you; her voice is 
smooth pure, and in its fine modulation tells 
of the cultured gentlewoman, and her laugh 
is delightfully ringing, merry, and sincere. 
As for her art, it is of the perfected kind 
which so effectually conceals its technical 
methods that it seems naturalness itself. 
Rarely has an audience felt itself taken so 
completely and confidently into the spirit of 
a play as did the one at the Illinois, Lady 
Clarice (Miss Jeffreys’ role) seemed not a 
character on the stage but an actual person 
whose every speech and action was the per- 
fection of spontaneous naturalism, and whose 
individuality was so vital and real that the 
onlooker feit he knew her and was heartily 
giad of it. The réle Mr. Sutro has fashioned 
in his comedy is not one of especially wide 
range, and places no great tax upon an ac- 
tress’ powers. It is a role which, given a 
likable personality on the part of the player 
assuming it, cannot fall to win the approval 
of the auditor. But Mise Jeffreys lent tothe 
portrayal of it countless graceful, fleeting, 
illuminative touches which gave it additional 
charm and made it convincingly true to life. 
There is only one momem of anger in the 
entire part, and but few moments of real 
seriousness. This passing flash of indigna- 
tion was ma@e to seem genuine, and the 
touches of earnestness in the conversation in 
the first’act with Mrs. Brevell, in the second 
afer the parting with Raynor, and in the 
last act when the proposal is made were 
handled with consummate skill. AH the rest 
was merry bedinage and bright, sparkling 


conversation. And in every instance Miss 
Jeffreys delighted her hearers and won their 
liking,and laughter. Whether she be a fre- 
quenter of high society circles or no, she has 
the stage manners and graces of a woman of 
fine breeding and excellent taste, and she 
converses, moves, acts, and bears herself on 
the stage as we like to think such a woman 
does in real Mfe. There is.nothing of the 
affectation of society about her Lady Clarice; 
but it has all the ease, polish, and poise so- 
ciety gives. Miss Jeffreys is a comedienne 
of exceptionally ingratiating qualities, and 
that the Chicago public will like her is cer- 
tain.

‘The Walls of Jericho” brought Alfred 
Sutro prominently before the theatrical 
world of.Engiand and America. We haw yet 
to see this serious drama which made his 
fame, but “ The Fascinating Mr. Vander- 
veldt ’ is a promising assurance of the worth 
of ite more celebrated . predecessor. This 
comedy is brilliant—almost too continuously 
brilliant in certain places, the intent to write 
clever dialogue becomes evident and’ these 
places fail to entertain. The first act is ex- 
cellent—one of the best that have been seen 
in a long time. The second drags quite per- 
ceptibly until the proposal to go motoring is 
reached. The third is near the level of the 
first in merit, and the fourth lags in its com- 
mencement and picks up only at the close. 
Analyzed, it will be found that the*play <8 
a bit slow as soon as. Lady Clarice is off the 
scene. How much of this interest is due to 
Miss Jeffreys’ delightful acting and haw 
much to the dialogue itself it was not easy to 
decide. Certain it is that Lady Clarice and 
not Mr. Vanderveldt is the fascinating char- 
acter in the play. Like a certain. widow lady 
in dnother play who was described as frisky 
but failed to frisk, so Mr. Vanderveldt, despite 
his fascinating title, does not especially fas- 
cinate. 

Mr. Vanderveldt is a man of bad reputatidn. 
He is a widower and devotes himself to say- 
ing flattering and daring things to women, 
winning their hearts and leaving them. He 
is amusing to thost who understand him and 
dangerous to those who do not. Lady Clarice 
—a widow of 80, the mother of a7 year old 
boy, and about at the end of her fortune— 
knows Mr. Vandetveldt, and, while not fe- 
specting him, enjoys him and his brilliancy. 
Col, Raynor, an old time friend, comes tc fer 
and begs her to talk with her neighbor, a Mrs. 
Brevell, whom he knows and who is jeopar- 
dizing her own happiness and that of her 
husband by flirting with Mr. Vandervelut. 
Lady Clarice refuses at first, declaring the 
suggestion preposterous. But she finally 
consents, sends for ‘her neighbor, and after 
an awkward beginming succeeds by her 
womanly tact and genuine kindliness in open- 
ing Mrs. Brevell’s eyes and causing her to 
tell Mr. Vanderveldt, who just then is an- 
nounced, that she will not see him again. 

Vanderveldt knows that Lady Clarice has 
caused the break, takes the matter lightly, 
and ends by proposing to her. She laughs at 
him, but he declares he will marry her. The 
scene shifts to the country seat of Lady 
Clarice’s mother. Two elderly wealthy 
wooers are there, and Lady Clarice has been 
urged by her mother and sister to repair her 
fortunes and end her widowhood by accepting’ 
one or the other as a husband. Col. Raynor 
is also of the party and so is Mr. Vanderveldt. 
The latter succeeds in inducing Lady Clarice 
to go motoring with him, takes her to an out 
of the way place, wrecks his machine by pull- 
ing the sparking plug, and after explaining 
the situation to her, assures her she will have 
to marry him In order to save being compro- 
mised. She accepts the situation laughingly, 
her sense of humor coming wonderfully to the 
rescue. But she suddenly thinks of the spark- 
ing plug, which Vandervelt has left in) her 
possession, gets a country curate to assist 
her, makes her escape, reaches home, but 
not until the next morning at 9, finds her 
mother, her sister, and both sultors sus- 
picious and demanding an explanation, which

It is a merry comedy and it is exceptionally 
well acted. It is impossible at this hour to 
speak of the work of the cast In detail, and 
it must suffice for the present that every part 
without exception is excellently played. Mr. 
Worthing as the fascinating Vanderveldt 
acts with delightful finish and finesse and 
that he does not greatly fascinate the people 
behind the footlights is made good in large 
part by the fact that he pleases those in 
front.

Even During Summer Months—Wil! 
Affect Chicago Merchantse—Chance 
te Avoid Rate War Given. 


planning a coup in retaliation for the way 


the 28 per cent export corn rate from the 
Missouri river. While the e¢astern men 
claimed to have made @ fair offer to the 
western lines for a division of the rate, the 
western officials did not see fit to accept it 
hor the offer to arbitrate, declaring that 
they were entitled to more than the eastern 
men offered, and yet fearing to arbitrate 
because they were afraid they would not get 
even as much as they had been offered. 

The action of the Wabash and Great West- 
ern in meeting the tender of the eastern 
lines rankles in the minds of the other west- 
ern railroad officials, but they have agreed 
mot to meet the rate. 

What makes the situation woree is the 
fact that some 800 or 1,000 cars have been 
moved on the 23 cent rate. But the western 
roads have a plan which they think will soon 
put a stop to that mevement. They pro- 
pose to make a rate on Iowa corn to the 
gulf tn connection with the gulf lines whith 
will move export corn through gulf ports 
even during the spring and summer. 


Declare Plan Will Succeed. 


It ip claimed by the western lines, whose 
agents have been looking into this proposi- 
tion, that the drying arrangemenis in the ele- 
vators at New Orleans make it possible to 
ship corn from that port at all seasons of the 
year and in better condition than it can be 
shipped from Baltimore, where antiquated 
methods prevail. In substantiation of this 
theory it is pointed out that ioday corn 
shipped via New Orleans is bringing a higher 
price in England than corn which has gone 
from Baltimore. 

The 18 cent rate from the Twin cities to the 
gulf, which the Northwestern and the St. 
Paul roads have made in connection with the 
Iilinois Central, has proved a success. Of 
course, when the western roads put a low rate 
in on Iowa and Kansas corn, it will not move 
via Chicago, which wil! arouse the ire of the 
Chicago grain -merchants still more than at 
present. The agreement for the 3% and 4% 
cent differential to the gulf over the seaboard 
rates expires next June, and. it is probable 
that the gulf roads will demand a larger dif- 
ferential for next year, owing to the lack of 
harmony between the eastern and western 
lines and the disorganization of rates to the 
seaboard. 


Chance to Avoid Rate War. 
In order to be fair, and to give the other 
eastern roads every chance to avoid a rate 
war, the Grand Trunk has decided to post- 
pone filing its notice of reduction of fares to 
New York, Boston, Albany, and other east- 
ern points until today noon.
